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A good read adds to intrigue

In this abbreviated form, the 
main points of Garrison's case 
against New Orleans businessman 
Clay Shaw and others seems im- 
pressive, mainly because of the 
one-sidedness of the account and 
the authority of Asner’s gruff, un- 
derplayed good ol' boy narration. 
(Asner appears in the film, as a 
conspiratorial private detective.) 
The other side of the coin is the 
reality of the situation: Shaw was 
vindicated by the trial. 
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
